One Black Foreman In 180 Years? 


Someone has finally brought to the public's attention the ~ 


abysmal job of Franklin County judges in assuring fairness 
and equity in the selection of foremen for the grand jury. 

We have spoken of the lack of initiative by our black 
clergy in guiding blacks to further redemption other than 
through the church. But we applaud the efforts of the 
committee of the Interdenominational Ministerial Alliance 
to get the judges to pay closer attention when selecting 
grand jury foremen. ih 

The committee pointed out to the Common Pleas Court 
judges that only one black has been appointed as a fore- 
man since 1803. imagine that. It’ll be 1983 in a few weeks, 
meaning in 180 years only one black man has guided the 
jury that determines whether a person should be brought to 
trial for a crime. : 

If a person is to be judged by his peers, can one say that 
blacks who have had their cases brought before the grand 
jury faced their peers? 

The grand jury is supposed to be an impartial body of 
citizens who weigh evidence presented by the prosecution. 
The jury can decide that a person should or should not be 
indicted to face trial. : 

Is the grand jury's function such that its leadership can 
only be vested in whites? - 

lt took some time in coming, but the ministers are cer- 
tainly right in going to the judges. The judges have prom- 
ised to study the situation and meet with the ministers 
again. . 

“Vet's hope the ministers’ action gets results, and hope 
this is just the beginning by the clergy to have a hand in 
rignting wrongful conditions faced by blacks outside ofa 
strictly spiritual nature. They deserve our support when 
they do.

From a political spectrum, 
State Sen.

Harry Meshel of Youngstown, 
Democratic minority leader, 
was slated to become presi- 
dent of that august body.

Jackson, who had not for- 
gotten and obviously not for- 
given Meshel for engineering a 
deal two years ago that 
dumped him from a Senate 
leadership role,-had a different 
idea.

Detectives Seek Suspects In 


Columbus homicide detec- 
tives were still looking for a 
suspect Tuesday in the Dec. 4 
shooting death of an Eastside 
Carry-Out owner and operator, 
Roosevelt Brown, 55. 

Homicide Sgt. John Cheru- 
bini said a male black, dressed 
in dark clothing, with a scarf 
covering his face, walked into 
the H & R Brown Carry-Out, 
862 Cleveland Ave. at about 
9:10 p.m. Dec. 4, and asked 
éveryone in the restaurant to 
get down on the floor, telling 
them it was a robbery. 

Mr. Brown then attempted to 
resist the robbery by grabbing 
the suspect, Cherubini said. In 
the scuffle that ensued, Che- 
rubini saij Brown was shot 
once in the chest, and the sus- 
pect fled the scene. 

No money was taken from

Brown was taken to the Doc-
